32. A substance which is an inhibitor or activator of a protein, the protein being 
functionally related to a disease or other condition for which therapeutic treatment could be 
beneficial, which was characterized asW inhibitor or activator of the protein at least in part 
through a process comprising the steps of: 

(a) selecting a substance which had not been previously administered for 
treatment of the disease or other condition; 

(b) providing a test cell in which \e protein is present at a higher level relative to
